Novel at Convocation

Deviating from his announced topic, The Novelist at 
Land’s End, writer Mark Harris spoke to Sacramento 
State College students and faculty on his new novel and 
its preparation at Friday’s convocation in the Gymnasium. 
Dr. Donald E. Houghton, chairman of the Convocation 


Planning Committee, introduced 
Harris, who cominented on the 
position of the West Coast au- 
thor. 
Downgrades N.Y. Goal 
Harris emphasized the point 
that New York should not be 








considered the ultimate goal of 
the ari si, the single literary 
center: 

“I find this kind of attitude 
somehow repugnant — the idea 
of thinking of the East, of New 
York as the place where every- 
— ought to be trying te get 


In his more signicant com- 
ments Harris questioned the 
criterion set wp 90 often today 


for the success of any project, 
literary or otherwise: 

“But also built into all this 
was, I felt, a kind of ultimate 
limitation. It seemed to me to 
be America pragmatims at its 
Mmits. The question about 
everything is: ‘Will it work? 
Will we be able to sell this wide- 
ly enough so that we'll all make 
a profit and a reputation on it 
and if not we've got to make it 
somehow simpler, more pala- 
table, happier, or whatever.’ 

“It seems to me this kind of 
attitude, the question, will it 
work, in its simplest, biuntest 
form is not asked always every- 
where ... 1 don’t think it’s 
asked by writers who are trying 
to do their best in their own 
private dwelling and worrying 
how it’s going to be received 
only after they've done the 
work. I don’t think it’s asked on 
college campuses . . . Most of 
the things we do on college 
campuses are not marketable. 
The question is not always ‘Will 
it work?’” 

Harris Gives Methed

humorously described his own 
methods of gathering, back- 
ground material and assembling 
it into story form with con- 
vincing characters. He revealed 
his next novel titie and plot, 
The Father of the Year, which 
will include biographical facts 
about his father and son. 

The action revolves around a 
man’s search for his father, 
while his own son writes an 
essay which is te gain him the 
title of Father of the Year. 
Practical problems which Harris 
expects to encounter were noted 
by him as the following: 

“I've got to be reconciled with 
beginnings that lead nowhere 
... pages which turn out to be 
in an immediate sense useless 

“I have the temptation in 
much of my work to involve the 
people ingeniously in difficult 
situations and then solve it ail 
too easily. I must be careful not 
to knock the enemy over too 
easily at the end. 

“I must be willing to sacri- 
fice .. . character to my plot... 
When one writes < story, a tale, 
one must alter the characters 
so that they assist the pilot.” 

Harris concluded with com- 
ments on his forthcoming novel, 
its ultimate presentation to a 
publisher, reviwers and a pub- 
lie, “many of whom are not suf- 
fientiy, I feel, appreciative of 
aH these difficulties I have tried 
te describe.”

In fact Sacramento had two 
efforts for the two-point con- 
version that would have pro- 
vided the winning margin. The 
first time Adolphus McGee took 
a pitchout and was rolled out 
of bounds inches short of the 
goai line. SSC got new life on 
an off-sides penalty assessed 
Cal-Poly half the distance to the 
end zone. The second attempt 
was stopped a foot short of its 
destination on a plunge by 
McGee.

Bronces Add to Margin 

The next time Pomona got 
the ball they drove 56 vards in 
11 plays with the capitalizer 
coming on a swing pass from 
Swade to halfback John Hardy. 
The conversion run failed. SSC 
blew a scoring opportunity early 
in the third stanza after driving

to paydirt from 52 yards away 
on six plays. 

The thrust for this drive 
was provided by McGee whe 
scampered 26 yards and 
Wingo’s aerial to end Dave 
Olmstead for 16.

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Rare Japanese Art 
Featured in Gallery 


A display of original Oriental 
prints is now being shown in 
the Sacramento State College 
Art Gallery, according to Dr. 
Riis Bohr, art department head 
and sponsor of the display. 

The reproductions are taken 


primarily from the works of | 


late 18th and early 19th century 
artists. Among the rare repro- 
ductions are The Seven Habits 
of Human Life by Iwasa, An 
Actor on the Stage by Katsuka- 
wa and A Beauty and Scroll by 
Eishi. 

Approximately 75 traditional 
Japanese prints, which are the 
works of modern print masters, 
are shown. They have been re- 
preduced by the woodblock pro- 
cess, in which a figure is carved 
on the block and cast onto the 
material by use of dyes. A doz- 
en or more blocks are used for 
each print in order to obtain 
the desired lines and shades in 
the finished product.
